ARE PUT INTO EFFECT 


Detroit, Dec. 3.—¥ord Moto: 
Company employees of every grade 
began working under the increased 
scale Monday. The Ford 
minimum wage was increased to $7 
from $6 a day. 

All employees whose wage rate 
exceeded the minimum wage re- 
ceived an increase in their hourly 
rate.

in the automobile and tire indus- 
tries as surveyed by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

Employment in the automotive 
industry decreased from an index 
of 122 in October, 1928, to 117 in 
August, 115 in September and 103 
in October, 1929, while pay-roll to- | 
tals dropped from 130 to 124, 117 
and 105 respectively. 

The decrease in number of work- 
ers in tire manufacturing dropved 
from an index of 108 in October, 
1928, to 107 in August. 102 in Sep- | 
tember and 95 in October of this 
year, while pay rolls decreased from 
111 to 100, 92 and 88 respectively. 
During October 71 per cent. of 
the automobile plants reported full | 
time employment, as against 29 | 
per cent. which operated on part | 
time. Thirty-six per cent. of these | 
factories operated with full normal | 
forces and 64 per cent. with part 
normal forces. 

Only 3 per cent. of thé 33 tire 
establishments reporting were idle 
during the month, 45 per cent. 
operating on full time and 52 per | 
cent. on nart time. Twenty-one per 
cent. operated full normal forces 
and 76 per cent. with part normal 
forces. 





NEW MOTOR FREIGHT 
TARIFF FOR NORTHWEST 


Spokane, Wash., Dec. 3—A con- 
solidated traffic classification for | 
motor freight carriers in Washing-| 
ton, Oregon and Idaho will become | 
effective January 1, 1930, as the} 
result of action taken by the board | 
of trustees of the Washington Mo-| 
tor Freight Association at a meeting 
just held here. The general prevail- 
ing tariff levels will be maintained 
although in the adjustment and 
consolidation of tariffs some items 
will be lowered and others raised. 
The new tariff contains 2,800 more 
items than the previous tariffs. The 
association has been working on the 
new iariff consolidation for two 
years. The meeting was the semi- 
annual meeting of the trustees in 
eastern Washington and the ban- 
quet following the meeting was one 
of the best attended in the associa- 
tion’s history.

ROWTH of the Chevrolet business during the year has 
forced that organization to expand its office at central 
headquarters in Detroit. For some time it has been the 
desire of the officials to bring together the various branches 
of the central offices, so last week the company took over 
the greater part of the General Motors Building Annex on 
Milwaukee Avenue. These offices formerly were occupied 
by the general motors research laboratories, which are now 
located across the street in the new Research Laboratory 











! Building. 


Chevrolet’s new quarters covers approximately 70,000 
square feet of floor space and will give the organization an 
opportunity to expand. Before moving, the Chevrolet offices 


| were located on the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth floors 


of the General Motors Building proper. 
More efficient operation and greater unity are expected 
by the officials of the company followfng this change.

HE employment situation in Detroit is growing better 

daily. Nearly all of the motor car plants are taking 

on men and, in this, they are only taking on men who were 
formerly employed by the factories. ‘ 

Plans have been completed for the bringing out of new 
models following the annual inventory taking and rearrange- 
ment of machinery, etc. The majority of the factories are 
getting into production just as fast as possible, in order that 
the various automobiles will be in the hands of dealers when 
they are first displayed at the New York Automobile Show 
the first of the year. P . 

There are 3,200 taxicabs in the city of Detroit, and 
officials of the taxi companies and the police are endeav- 
oring to work out some plan whereby “cruising” can be 
stopped in the business districts. At the present time 
they are holding conferences, and it will probably be 
settled by the city setting aside certain lots for the taxi- 
cabs at advantageous points near the down-town section. 
Some business houses on certain streets have objected to 


the “cruising,” which they say congests traffic.

Mr. Sloan left the elevator at the 
first floor, stopped, started back towards the elevator, then 
changed his mind and went into an office. 

It should be remarked here that these men are all work- 
ers despite their great wealth and they are on the job every 
day for long hours.

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How This Jobber in Parts 
Sells Service at Wholesale 


(THERE are more automobiles 

reconditioned in the smaller 
towns and cities, comparatively, 
than in the larger ones. One rea- 
son for this is that the owners of 
automobiles in these communities 
hold onto them longer and get 
more out of them before turning 
them in on new ones than the city 
owner. In spite of this fact, the 
small repair shops are seldom 
equipped to handle all features 
of a reconditioning job. 

They are not equipped to hamile 
complete reconditioning jobs within 
their own shops with the result that 
a good deal of this work is taken to 
larger shops in the metropolitan 
districts, either by the owner.or the 
repairman who has undertaken the 
job. 
Thus the small shop and the local 
parts jobber lose business to the big 
fellows; not only that, but the busi- 
ness is actually taken out of the 
community in a great many cases. 

Lee Bigler and Rick Laurendeau, 
president and secretary respectively 
of the Aeroplane and Automobile 
Parts Corporation, Santa Monica, 
Cal., have solved this problem for 
their concern and for their local 
customers, who are tne automotive 
repairmen of the community, which 
is known as the Bay District, and 
consists of Santa Monica, Ocean 
Park and Venice, all beach resorts 
about fifteen miles west of down- 
town Los Angeles 

After a good many years in the 
wholesale automotive and airplane 
parts and equipment business there, 
these men reasoned that there must 
be some way to keep this trade in 
the community, not only for their 
own good but also for the good of 
their customers. . 

So they decided to select one of 
the best repair shops in the Bay 
District, headed by a master me- 
chanic noted for his ability and 

uality of workmanship, and they 
inally settled on C. R. Klein. 

They helped him to completely 
equip his already efficient shop 
and entered into an agreement 
with him that he do work only for 
garages, repair shops and dealers. | 
His shop was especially equipped 
to handle airplane work, particu- 
larly motors, since there are two 
airports and a large factory in the 
vicinity. 

After a month of working under / 
the new arrangement with the A. & 
A. Corporation, Klein was getting 
so much work from local shops and 
dealers that he couldn't handle it 
all, even with additional help, and 
this demand was suplemented with 
urgent requests for him to go out 
to shops and garages all through 
the territory to handle difficult sit- 
uations or to supervise operations. 
It was quite obvious that Klein 
couldn't possibly get away from his 
own shop to handle this outside 
work, so the A. & A. Parts Corpo- 
ration met the situation by selling 
an idea to O. A. Bahn, another well- 
known master mechanic in the} 
locality. 

The idea was that he get a light 
delivery truck and completely equip 
it as a sort of portable shop. Bahn 
liked the idea. He selected a Dodge 
chassis and designed his own truck 
body, and bought all his equipment 
from the A. & A. Parts Corpcration

AN*® automotive jobber who has 
been connectea with the de- 
velopment and progress of a suc- 
cessful chamber of commerce or 
service club knows that one of the 
surest ways of getting a member 
to function properly is to give him 
something to do, to put upon him 
some of the club’s responsibilities. 
Put responsibility upon a man 
and he either rises to it and makes 
good or he slumys down and demon- 
strates that he is a failure 
as that work is concerned. 
Similarly good oe people are 
brought up to a satisfactory level of 
excellence by having responsibility 
put upon them. If they are merely 
given certain mechanical duties 
perform, such as they can 
without using their own brains or 
judgment, they remain clerks, medi- 
ocre employees. If 


to do and how to do it, using their 
own judgment and developing initi- 
ative or omitting it, they show what

The man behind the counter, 
though he is only hired to sell mer- 
chandise, ought to assume some of 
the responsibility for the success of 
he business.

EW YORK, Dec. 3.—A_ cross 
section of opinion on the

| figures were for single motored 
|ships on day flights for scheduled 
jruns. On night lines the answers 
indicated that the maximum should 
be reduced approximately 20 hours. 
On day routes using multi-motored 
| planes with co-pilots the time may 
be increased 10 hours 
In answere to the question on com- 
pensation more than 86 per cent 
indicated that the most satisfactory 
manner of compensation on sched- 
uled routes is the base plus mileage 
| pay system, introduced by the Post 
| Office Department air mali service 
a number of years ago. 

They suggested that the base 
pay incré@Ases be made according 
to hours flown and mileage pay to 
be determined with reference to 
hazards, the nature of territory 
over which flown—such as moun- 
tains, rough country and water.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 3.—Some 
of the most striking features 
of the development of airgraft 
during the last fiscal year have 
been the increased use of multi- 
motored transports, the develop- 
ment of the Diesel engine for air- 
craft, and the attainment of in- 
creased speed by nearly all types 
of commercia] aircraft, according 
to Assisstant Secretary of Com- 
merce for Aeronautics Clarence 
M. Young. 7 
The increasing use of metal pro- 
pellers, tail wheels instead of skids, 
and metal in wings and fuselages 
also has been part of the year’s de- 
velopment, it was stated. Into the 
plane itself has been built much of 
the inherent stablity hoped for and 
promised by aeronautical engineers 
for many years, and this stability 
has been achieved without sacrific- 
ing maneuverability or controlabil- 
ity, according to Young. 

A striking feature of late develop- 
ment has been the general applica- 
tion of brakes to airplane wheels. 
Not only does this development 
greatly reduce the landing roll and 
take-off distance, but it also aids 
materially in maneuvering an air- 
plane on the ground. 

Landing gears of oleopneumatic 
and oleospring design. too. are now 
being used aimost exclusively for 
shock-absorption purposes and are 
proving extremely successful in im- 
proving landing characteristics. 
There is a general tendency to sub- 
stitute metal for all parts of air- 
plane construction. In fuselage de- 


sign wood and wire construction 
have been almost entirely super- 
seded by welded entirely super-
